The most prominent 
item of politcal intelligence is the death of the 
EMPEROR ALEXANDER, who is stated to 
| have died at Taganrock, early in December, after 
|a few days illness. This intelligence reached Paris 
jon the 17th, by a telegraphic despatch. His 

death was said to have been occasioned by a sore 

leg which terminated in St. Anthony’s fire. The 
|The Emperor having no issue, the Grand Duke 
| Constantine, now Viceroy of Poland, succeeds to 
|the throne of Russia. Alexander was born Dec. 
(22, 1777. The Grand Duke was born May 18, 
|1779. The intelligence of this event occasioned 
ja decline of two to three per cent.in the French 
|\Stocks. The character of the Grand Duke has 
never been represented in a favorable light. His 
temper is despotic, and his disposition cruel. 

‘The commercial intelligence from England, is 
not of an encouraging nature.

Canal Spfirit—Three thousand men are ad- 
vertised for, to labor, at good wages, on that part 
of the-Delaware and Hudson Canal which is now 
under contract, commencing at the Hudson river, 
near the vilage of Kingston, 60 miles below the 
city of Albany, and about 80 miles above New- 
York, extending through the counties of Ulster, 
Sullivan and Orange, in the state of New-York, to 
the Delaware river, a line of 65 miles of Canal, 
together with all locks, aqueducts, culverts, bridg- 
es, and fencing, to be completed during the pre- 
sent year.
